Maybe you will remember this song: 

"Ezekiel saw the wheel, way up in the middle of the air, 
The little wheel runs by faith, 
And the big wheel runs by the grace of God, 
A wheel in a wheel, way in the middle of the air." 

In the first chapter of Ezekiel, we learn of an amazing vision— of supernatural living 
creatures, of wheels in wheels, and finally of God Himself. When Ezekiel saw God on 
His throne, he fell to the ground in fear, but God told him to rise, for He had a mis- 
sion for him. That mission was to speak the Truth to an immoral, rebellious people. 

In our second lesson, Paul speaks of revelations he cannot reveal, revelations of 
things he cannot tell, amazing things about paradise itself.
